Dan Tobin, the president of the 


teamsters union, is a religious man 
who often rejoices over the fine ( 
hygiene of his soul. Indeed, he 
once found it in his heart to indulge 
in some public speculations about 
the state of my mind before a club 
of Catholic laymen in Seattle. He 
was pessimistic but charitable. 


For about 25 years, Mr. Tobin 


ruled a group ot local teamsters 
unions in 
Cincinnati 
through 
a 


drunken, dissolute, licentious bum 
named Thomas J. Farrcll. com- 
monly known as Brocky. Brocky 
was Tobin's satrap, officially called 
a truste. He was appointed to take 
over 
when 
a 
few 
obstreperous 


rank-and-file teamsters, with naive 
illusions about "democracy," 
de- 


manded information about negotia- 
itions 
between 
certain 
union 


I officers 
and 
certain 
employers 


which seemed to them to be col 
lusive. They were getting very low 
pay and, as recently as one year 
ago, after a quarter of a century 
under the satrao, they were still 
badly underpaid by 
comparison 


with teamsters elsewhere. 


The teamsters' 
constitution em- 


powers Tobin to revoke the auto- 
omy of and local whenever he is 
led to believe that "th organiza- 
tion is not being conducted for the 
benefit of the trade." Such trustee 
shall "take charge and control of 
[the affairs of the local" and there- 
after report, "from time to time" 
to Mr. Tobin, who has held his 
job for 42 years. The trusteeship 
cannot be ended until the trustee 
so recommends and 
Tobin 
ap- 
proves. 


So, whenever Tobin wants 
to 


suppress rebellion or wants to plant 
one of the 
nobles 
of his 
royal 


court in a grand grafting job, 'he 
may conclude that a good fat local 
or a group of locals known as a 
council is "not being conducted for 
the benefit of the trade." 


For many years, Brocky Farrell 


was 
known 
as 
the 
good-time 


Charlie of the teamsters union and 
of the A. F. of L. conventions. The 
teamsters' 
conventions are five 
years apart, but the general execu 
tive board holds two galas a year. 
The summer session may he held 
at any cool spa convenient to a 
race-track, 
suitable 
gambling 


joints 
and 
floor 
shows. Winter 


meetings are held in Miami where 
the board bought a winter palace 
for Tobin several years ago. The 
"nrnal appropriation for this was 


Farrell gave diamond rings to 


the late secretary-treasurer. Bro. 
Gillesuie,, and to Bro. Tobin and 
he was famous as a hard-drinking, 
coarse, 
brutal 
and 
loathesome 


character. For 
this 
descriptive 


tribute I acknowledge a debt to 
Lester Hunt, formerly editor of the 
official publication. The Interna- 
tional Teamster, who finally 
got 


disgusted and quit last year. 


Brocky's salary as "internation- 


al orgvanizer" was supposed to be 
$15,000 a year most of the 25 years 
that he served as "trustee" of the 
Cincinnati locals of 
which 
there 


were 17 toward the end 
of 
his 


reign. Yet he tore up money so 
flagrantly year after year that it 
was plain that he was receiving 
enormous income from somewhere. 
The logical source, of course, was 
the treasuries of the Cincinnati lo- 
cals with a maximum membership 
of about 15,000 men, paying, for a 
modest figure, an average of $2.50 
a month, subject to no accounting 
or check. Mr. Tobin, of course 
\vas familiar with Brocky's habits 
and affairs. In 1942, a new rebel- 
lion flared and Tobin sent to Cin- 
cinnati the late Joe Padway, his 
general counsel and a rapacious 
old labor-faker, to square things 
around. 
The 
case 
was 
settled 


quietly and, for irony, the court 
ordered that the lawyers be paid 
$20,000 of which Padway got $5 000 


In October, 1947, Brocky passed, 


as the sweetly mournful euphem- 
ism has it, away. 


Recently there came up for trial 


in the Cincinnati court of common 
pleas a suit by a lady named Mrs. 
Gloria (Bobby) Farrell, age 39, a 
whilom floor show danseuse in tap 
and acrobatics. She asked to be 
declared the widow of Brocky Far- 
rell and she further wanted $60,000 
as her portion of Brocky's estate,

Washington, May 17 —f/D—Pres- 


ident Truman today withdrew Mon 
C. Wallgren's nomination to 
be 


chairman of the national security 
resources board. 


The president withdrew the nom- 
ination at the request ot Wallgren 
former 
governor of 
Washington 
state. 


At the same time he wrote his 


warm personal friend and former 
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associate in the senate: 


"I want you to know that my 


faith in you is undiminished." 


Wallgren's nomination was tabled 


many weeks ago by the senate 
armed services committee under 
a procedure which did not permit 
a vote on confirmation by the en- 
tire senate. Senator Byrd (D-Va)

ask the Arkansas Public Service Com- 
rnlssion for permission to increase rates 
for local service in the 74 exchanges the 
company serves and on long distance 
calls within the state. 


We would rather not have to take 


this step, but in the interest of furnish- 
ing the people of Arkansas with the im- 
proved and expanded telephone service 
they want and need, there is no other 
course. 


More of everything 
but earnings

profitless prosperity." With one excep- 
tion it has more of everything. More 
telephones . . . more calls . . . more invest- 
ment . . . more employees . . . more revenues 
.... . more expenses. The only exception is 
earnings which at less than 3 per cent on 
invested capital are still lower than in the 
worst year of the depression, despite last 
years rate increase. Here's why. 


The telephone company has to install im- 


mense quantities of new telephone plant at 
the higher level of postwar prices. People 
want service when they order it, and die 
telephone company has to do its best to 
supply it.

this year, ice and flood caused serious dam- 
age which affected telephone expenses. 


So it is that high costs of operation and 


additions of huge quantities of new tele- 
phone plant installed at the higher postwar 
levels have combined to produce the low 
earnings now being experienced in Arkansas. 


Now the company must attract millions 


of dollars of new investment money to keep 
pace with the telephone requirements of the 
people in this growing state. There are 
10,000 people waiting for service and we re- 
ceive nearly 3,500 new orders a month. Also, 
17,500 customers have a,sked for individual 
or two-party lines. 


$9,000,000 in improvements 
are scheduled 
We have spent 25 million dollars since the 
war in a huge construction program. We 
have been able to give service to more peo- 
ple by increasing the number of telephones 
m service from 114,000 to 180,000-a train 
of more than a half. 


We have an additional nine million dol- 


lars worth of construction projects scheduled. 


The problem is to raise the needed ad- 
ditional millions. 


Many businesses can depend on prof- 


its to meet a large part of the capital 
required for growth. But the earnings 
of the telephone company are never 
great enough to permit this practice 
and thtvbulk of the money required for 
plant additions can come only from in- 
vestors' savings. 


These funds have to be attracted 


mainly by adequate earnings. Without 
this new money, buildings cannot be 
erected or the necessary equipment 
added to meet the demand that exists 
for more and better telephone service. 


Telephone rates up much less 
than cost of living

Although the cost of living began to 


rise in 1941 and has increased by about 61 
per cent, it was not until last year that an 
mo-ease in telephone rates was granted. 
Ihis was the first general increase in 30 
years and resulted in a 15 per cent increase 
m revenues-about one fourth of the rise in 
the cost of living. 


That increase was based largely on rev- 


enues and expenses experienced in the latter 
part of 1947. Costs have gone up substantial- 
ly since then, so that the increase in earn- 
ings expected at that time has not been 
realized. 


Nevertheless, the company has gone ahead 


with its construction program. It has done so 
m the belief that the public wishes it to do 
so and will be willing to pay the moderate- 
ly higher rates needed to carry out the 
program. 


It is important to the welfare of the state 


that the telephone industry be progressive 
It cannot be progressive long if it is not 
financially healthy. These reasons compel 
the company to request approval of this in- 
crease in rates in order that it may fulfill its 
obligation to the public.
